If so, the plan miscarried, for the craft 
were detected immediately by Commodore 
Wattson’s cruisers and driven back pell-mell 
into Havana harbor under the protection 
of the guns of the shore batteries. Even 
if these boats had escaped, they could have 
done no damage, for the size of the convoy 
furnished for the troops ships is sufficient 
to warrant belief that they would. be 
speedily destroyed should they have had 
the courage to make an attack upon the 
fieet of American ships. 

Not Afraid of Gunboats.

Blanco Cheers His Government by 
Telegrams Declaring That Amer- 
icans Have Been Repulsed 
at Santiago de Cuba. 
Information Scarce. 


Madrid, June 13—An extremely bad im- 
press.on is current tonight as to the out- 
come of events. Business men are ‘mclined 
to the belief that the war will be short, 
probably only lasting,another month, Mili- 
tary men hold the dépposite view, consider- 
ing that Spain can put much reliance on 
the elements. 

At the council of the cabimet today Duke 
de Rio, the foreign minister, made report 
as to his conferences with the ambassa- 
dors of the powers. It is understood that 
notring definite had been arrived at. 

Captain Aunon, minister of marine, tele- 
graphs from Cadiz that the recruiting for 
AQmiral Camara’ 5 squadron is being ac- 
celerated. 

While the American landing 'n Cuba is 
officially denied, the authorities assert that 
even if it were true, it would be unim- 
portant, as the Spanish army would give 
a good account of itself. 

General Blanco, having again telegraphed 
that in case the blockade becomes stricter, 
it will be urgent to send war stores, as 
his supply 1s running short, the govern- 
ment has taken steps to dispatch abund- 


| ant supplies ‘by fast vessels from Span‘sh 


and foreign ports. The more important 


supplies from Spain will be strongly con- 
voyed and will be sent immediately. 

General Blanco also telegraphs that the 
authorities at Santiago de Cuba claim to 
have repelled the American attempt to 
land in the inner amd outer bays of Guan- 
tanamo, the Spanish forces being intrench- 
ed in posit:o#s commanding the bdst land- 
ing places between Santiago and Guan- 
tanamo, 

The only definite information from the 
Spanish side about Cuba. is a short passage 
from an official disjptch cf General Blanco 
to Lieutenant Gené¢ral Correa, minister of 


war, as follows: 


‘Respecting Santiago, General Linares 
reports that today fifteen merchant ships, 
with some tugs, forming apparently a total 
of twenty-four vessels, appeared before the 
port about noon. Only fifteen remained, 
the others having left for Guantanamo 
with ‘the Massachusetts and Dolphin, which 
cannonaded the heights of Baitiquiri. No 
casualties are reported. We do mot know 
whether these merchantmen carry a por- 
tion of the contingent for the expeditign.’’ 


Blanco Sends a Dispatch. 
General Blanco also wires official'ty as 


follows: ‘ 


“One American cruiser and two gunboats 
are before Havana, two are before Mariel, 
one at Cardenas, ‘two at San Caisarion, 
none at Matanzas and Cienfuegos and fif- 
teen American.men of war are off Santiago 
de Cuba. We have no news from La 
Caimanera.”’ 


A private dispatch received here from 
Manila, dated June 8th, represents the 
situation there as being slightly improved. 
It says: 


“In spite of

sistance. The spirit of the people is ex- 
cellent. The forces have been increased, 
fresh battalions of volunteers having been 
organized; the place is victualed for two 
months and the insurgents have not ven- 
tured to make an attack.

An incident occurred this morning at 
Lytle, the camp station, that will probably 
terminate the existence of the illicit whis- 
ky shops and gambling dens which have 
up to this time been permitted to ply their 
business by the Georgia authorities without 
let or hindrarce.

him near the left eye, inflicting a severe 
wound, which may cause “the loss of an 
eye, 

The shot attracted the attention of the 
throngs ond the streets pf the mushroom 
town and s00n A crowa of soldiers rushed 
in, but Baker,\ ,\fear‘ng further trouble, 
had got out of tre way: A large body of 
soldiers formed with the purpose of hand- 
ling him severely and avenging the in- 
jury to their comrade, and for a while 
it looked as if there would be serious trou. 
ble. An arme@ guard, however, was quick- 
ly detailed by order of General Brooke 
who took charge of Baker and his place, 
and order was soon restored, 

Piece of Glass in an Eye. 

The soldier was taken to his division 
hospital, where the surgeon investigated 
his injuries. He found a wound as indt- 
cated, but thought the injury had been 
caused by a bit of broken gtass and not 
by a bullet, a splinter of glass being found 
sticking in the eye ball. 

After the shooting a number of soldiers 
discovered. the gambling den was running 
a brace game and that the @ifficulty be- 
tween the soldier and Baker had resulted 
from the fact that the latter had been 
playing the former with loaded dice. It 
took the soldiers only a few minutes to 
demolish the place. They broke up the 
furniture, scattered the gambling para- 
phernalia In the streets an@ were only de- 
terred from pulling the house down by the 
arrival of officers, 

‘It is stated this evening that a number 
of good citizens of the vicinity will, be-

Men Jerked from a Train. 

Every train from the park this morning 
was crowded with soldiers who had been 
given permission to visit the city an@ the 
mountain. One of the trains from the 
park was crowded to suffocation and a 
number of soldiers mounted to the top of 
coaches. At a point about three miles 
from Chattanooga a number of telegraph 
wires crossed the aaa of the railroad 
over which the soldier excursion was pass. 
ing. When the trains reached this point 
C. M. Aemes, Third Illino's: Thomas Bar- 
rett, Fourteenth New York, and “Juda@’ 
Sharp, Sixteenth Pennsylvamta, were stand. 
ing on top of a car and not having a 


knowledge of the wire, Sharp was caught | 


under the chin and around the neck by 
one of the wires and dragged off the car, 
pulling Aemes and Barrett with him, who 
attempted td catch him and prevent his 
fall. 

The train was running at the rate of 
twenty-five miles an hour at the time, but 
as soon as the accident became known 
the train was stopped, the three men p‘ck- 
ed up and taken back to Lytle and placed 
in the Leiter hospital. None of the men 
were fatally mijured, the force of the fall 
being broken by Sharp catching his com- 
rades. They were badly bruiseq@d and 
scratched, but no bones were broken and 
no internal injuries were inflicted. They 
were doing well and- resting easy at 6 
o’clock this -evening.

FIRST LAND BATTLE RESULTS 


IN DEATH OF FOUR AMERICANS 


SPANISH GUERRILLAS ATTACK INVADERS 


Desperate Engagement Lasts Thirteen Hours and Developed — 
Remarkable Bravery on the Part of Soldiers on 
Both Sides---Spaniards Charge Our 
Line Repeatedly.

talion of marines, which landed from the transport Panther on Friday 
and encamped on the hill guarding the abandoned cable station at the 
entrance to the harbor of Guantanamo, has been engaged in beating off 
a bush attack by Spanish guerrillas and Spanish regulars since 3 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon. 

The fighting was almost continuous for fifteen hours until 


6 o’clock this morning when re-enforcements were landed from. 


the ‘Marblehead. 
\ Four of our men were killed and one wounded. Theadvance pickets 


under Lieutenants Neville and Shaw are unaccounted for. 
LIST OF AMERICANS KILLED. 
ASSISTANT SURGEON JOHN BLAIR GIBBS was among the killed. Surgeon Gibbs is a son of Major Gibbs, 
of the regular army, who fell in the Custer massacre, His home was at Richmond, Va., but he has been practicing 


in New York, and he entered the service since the war began. He was a very popular officer. The others killed

Corporal Glass was accidentally wounded in the head. 
The Spanish loss is unknown, but it was probably considerable. The splashes of blood found at daylight 
at the position the Spaniards occupied indicate fatalities, but tfeir vail carried off the killed and wounded. 
The engagement began with desultory firing at the pickets a thousand yards inland from the camp. Captain 
Spicer’s company was doing guard duty, and was driven in, finally rallying and repulsing the enemy at 5 o'clock. 
The bodies of Privates McColgan and Dunphy were found, both shot in the head. | | 
The large cavities caused by the bullets, which inside a range of 500 yards have a rotary motion, indicate the : 
victims were killed at close range. 
The bodies were stripped of shoes, hats and cartridge belts and horribly mutilated with machetes. ‘When - 
they were. brought in, the whole battalion formed three sides of a hollow square about the camp on the hilltop. Be- 


low in the bay were the warships at anchor. Inland from the hill camp is a deep ravine, and beyond ,this ‘are 


high hills. The adjacent country is heavy with a thicket growth. er 
The sky was blanketed with clouds, and when the sun set, a gale was blowing seaward. Night fell thick 
and impenetrable. 
The Spanish squads concealed in the chaparral cover had the advantage, the Americans on the ridge fur- 


nishing fine targets ‘against the sky and the white tents. The Spaniards fought from cover till midnight, discov- 


erable only by flathes, at which the marines fired volleys. The repeaters sounded like crackers in a barrel. 


The Marblehead launched a Colt machine gun im her bow, pushed up the bay, enfilading the Spaniards, and 
it is thought that some were killed The marines trailed. much blood to the water’s edge and there lost it.

Each discovery of the enemy was greeted by the cracks of carbine fire along the edge of the camp ridge, or

Shortly after midnight came the main attack. 
\ The Spaniards made a gallant charge up the southwest slope, but were met by repeated volleys from the 


main body and broke. ‘ 


They were then one-third the way up the hill, but ~— came so close that at points there was almost a 


hand to hand struggle. The officers used their revolvers. Three Spaniards got through the open formation to the 


edge of the camp and then, turning and finding themselves without support, ran helter-skelter down thé reversé 


side of the hill. 

It was during this assault that Assistant Surgeon Gibbs was killed. He was shot in the head in front ot 
his own tent, the farthest point of attack. He fell into the arms of Private Sullivan, and both cropped. A second 
bullet threw dust in their faces. Surgeon Gibbs lived ten minutes, but did not regain consciousness. 

| The surgeons of the hospital corps then removed their quarters and trenches about the old Spanish stockade, 


The attacks were continued at intervals throughout the rest of the night, with firing from

Toward morning the fire slackened. Dawn is the favorite time for attack, and as the east paled, the marines, 
lying on their guns, were aroused. Some were actually asleep, as they had no rest for forty-eight sours, and 
tired nature could no longer stard the strain.

men, shelled several squads of Spaniards after daylight. They dove into the bushes like prairie dogs into burrows

~  Inerease in Exports for Fiscal Year 
dust Ending Breaks Records,

Total Value of Stuf: Sent Up to June 
Ast ‘Will Exceed $000,000, 000. 


NEVER REACHED THAT POIKT BEFORE 


Compared with Last Year, the Exports 
Show a Gain of Fully $150,000,- 
000, and More Than $250,- 
000,000 Greater Than 
Year Before That. 


Washington, June 12.—The farmers of the 
United States are drawing upon other parts 
of the world for more money in the fis- 
cal year which ends with this month 
than in any preceding year in the his- 
tory of the country. Even the high water 
mark of 1892, when our exports of agricul- 
tural products amounted to $799,328,232. will 
be surpassed by the record of the year 
which closes with this month. 

Preliminary reports of May exports which 
have reached the bureau of statistics make 
ft quite apparent that the agricultural ex- 
ports’of the year will be considerably in 
excess of $800,000,000, the total for the year 
being likely to reach $835,000,000 

Never before have the exports of agri- 
cultural products reached the $800,000,000 
line, and never but twice have. they been 
as Much as $700,000,000, the two occasions 
in which they passed the $700,000,000 line 
pefng in 1881 and 1892. Compared with last 
fiscal year the increase in exports of agri- 
cultural products will be fully $150,000,000, 
and compared with the preceding year the 
increase will be over $250,000,000. while the 
total will be fully 3 per ¢ in excess of 
that of the fiscal year 1895. Dac 

In breadstuffs alone the exports of the 


year will amount to nearly $1,000,000 for: 


each business. day an4 will be more ‘than 
$100,000,000 in excess of last year’s exports 
of breadstuffs. Nearly al] articles classed 
as breadstuffs have participated in this 
increase. Of wheat the value of the ex- 
ports for the fiscal year 1898 will be more 
than double those of the’ fiscal year 1897, 
while the increase in flour will be nearly 
50 per cent and of corn nearly 5) per cent 
in value. May exports of corn were larger 


than those of any other month in the his-, 
tory of the country, while the total exports 


of corn for the year for the first time 
will pass the 200,000,000 bushel line, the to- 
tal in onjly three preceding years having 
reached 100,000,000 bushels. 

Corn meal, oats and oat meal and rye 
show a striking increase, the gain in oat 
mea] being more than 60 per cent over last 
year and that of oats 100 per cent, while 
in rye the gain js also phenomenally large. 

In “provisions,”’.in which ‘term are in- 
cluded, beef, hog ang dairy products, there 
is also a marked increase, the total ex- 
ports of prov&&Rions for the year being like- 
ly to reach $160,000,000 in value. Most of 
this increase, however, is in hog products, 
exportations of bacon, which were $34,187,- 

_ 147 im value last year, being likely to reach 
$44,000,000 this year, and lard showing a 
similar increase, being likely. to reach 
$37,000,009 this year, or a gain of nearly 
$8,000,000. 

Live beef seems to be gaining in popular- 
ity with our foreign customers, the ex- 
ports of beef cattle having increased. ma- 
terially, while those’ of beef, either .fresh, 
canned or salted, have failed to show any 
increase, in most cases a decided falling off 
being noticeable. 

The exports of beef cattle during the first 
ten months of the fiscal year were,379,663, 
against 310,478 in the corresponding months 
of last year, while fresh beef in the same 
period ‘fell from 242,168,034 pounds in ten 
months of 1897 to 227,434,373 pounds in the 
corresponding ten months of 198. Salted 
beef shows a fall of 35 per cent for the 
year, and canned beef from 46,249,006 pounds 
im the ten months of 1897 to 34,011,129 pounds 
in the ten months of 1838. 


SAMPSON “HAS FRENCH CABLE. 


Admiral Will Soon Restore Connection 
with Washington. 

Kingston, Jamaica, June 12, 1:30 p. m.—In 
controlling the outer harbor of Guantana- 

mo, where Lieutenant Colonel Huntington's 
battalion of marines landed on Friday, Rear 
Admiral Sampson secures possession of the 
Cuban terminus of the French cable to 

-Hayti. The apparatus in the office at the 
harbor mouth was wrecked by a shell, 
but the cable steamer Adria has. instru- 
ments and operators on board and direct 
éommunication with Washington will soon 
be established.

The defend- 
ant claims that he can prove the canine 
is not vicious, and was not interfering with 
anybody’s privileges or comfort. 

The same officer will appear against 
James Colbert, colored, ‘on .a charge of 
disorderly conduct, disturbing public wor- 
ship and discharging firearms in ‘tthe city 
limits. Colbert will have to muster up 
some very strong witnesses te keep out of 
serious trouble, as he is accused of shoot- 
ing a pistol near a church while services 
were going on: 

Albert Harris was locked up yesterday 
morning at police barracks by Patrolmen 
Hamilton and Arthur, and the charge 
against him was so serious that he was 
not allowed to give ‘bond unless for a very 
large amount. The officers claim. that 
Harris attempted to assault them when 
they were arresting another negro, which 
came very near causing a small riot.

That the plaintiff and tke said Schnei- 
der, then agreed upon the death of the 
plaintiff’s husband, or upon her obtaining 
a divorce from him. that they would be 
married, but until that was done the plain- 
tiff agreed™“to keep house for the. defendant 
and to rear and take care of his two minor 
children, one of whom was aged eight 
months and the othér abgut two years and 
a half old. The latter was living with the 
grandmother of:said child. 

“That in October, 1878, t 
the defendant, J. T. Schn 
the city,of Cincinnat!, she 
with him in the capacty of usekeeper and 
a8 a nurse and foster mot to his child;

“She did all the housework, took care of 
and acted as the mother to his children. 
Part of the time she earned wages by hir- 
ing herself out as a servant, and nearly 
ail the time following her profession of 
professional nurse, which paid very hand- 
some wages. That during those years, 
while they were living {n Piqua, Ohio, the 
plaintiff also kept a boarding house and 
had on an average for the six years as 
many as four boarders for the whole time, 
paying her on the whole the sum of $3 per 
week each; that she made on an average 
as a professional nurse as much as $50 a 
month from 1883 down to 1897. That in ad- 
dition to services above mentioned she did 
some sewing for outsiders for which she 
received about $4 per week, amounting in 
the aggregate to the sum of $72." 

The petition further states that Mrs. 
Schmitt gave her earnings to Schneider for 
investment and he used them for that pur- 


pose and also to support his family. She. 


alleges that Schneider would have been 
more pressed for money had he to 
support the childrgan and himself on his 
his own resources, The: petition says that 
this plaintiff agreed to live with Sehneider 
as his wife after the death of her husband 
in 1883, upon the faith which she placed in 
his representation that said cohabitation 
was legal, and that he had been divorced 
from his first wife, had a right to contract 

atrimony-with her and all the services 
she has rendered and all of the accretions 
and additions made to his estate and in- 
come were made upon the faith of said 
representation, that she was his fawful 
wife and would have a lawful right at his 
death to inherit from him as an heir at 
law, or in case of a forced separation, to 
call upon him to render her a support out 
of his estate or from the proceeds of his 
wages. 

The bill further alleges that Mrs. Schmitt 
and Mr. Schneider in 1891 moved and lived 
here all the time increasing their little mu- 
tual fortune.. In April, 1897, certain rumors 
came to the ears of Mrs. Schmitt which 
intimated that she and Schneider were not 
living lawfully together, as no marriage 
ceremony had ever been performed and no 


license obtained under the laws of Georgia. 


While they were living in Atlanta the 
plaintiff thought it best to have. the cere- 
mony performed to allay any suspicions 
and to preserve their good name in the 
community. She repeatedly made an earn- 
est request to Sehneider that the ceremony 
be performed, stating to him that she was 
unwilling to live with him any longer un- 
less he consented to that course. 

Each time, however, the petition says, he 
peremptorially refused. Schneider,.in order 
to ke it appear that the plaintiff was 
nis Wea wife, went to New York and pro- 
cured a marriage license certificate and 
showed it to certain persons in Atlanta. 
The petition goes on: 

“This certificate was fraudulent ang was 
obtained by the defendant and exmMbited 
to others in order to deceive them, and 
this plaintiff then left his house and went 
west to visit some of her relatives, being 
out therg,some time. Schneider sent for 
her. She returned and again requested him 
to have the marriage ceremony performed. 
Rhe remAined here until November 30, 1897, 
endeavoring to perstade him to accede to 
her wishes, which, upon his finaly refusing 
to do, she left him again, went west and 
returned to the city of Atlanta on May 
Sist for the purpose of requiring Schneider 
to turn over to her certain building, and 
loan stock which she had in a building and 
loan association in Piqua, O., and also to 
reatire him to transfer to her certain stoqk 
which she had transferred to him and wh 
she really owned in the Citizens’ Loan and 
Banking Company, of Atlanta, the latter 
amounting to $1,271.’ ee 

When Mrs. Schmitt came to Atlanta she 


made a demand upon Schneider to deliver | 


her the book that was the evidence of her 
stock in the Piqua, 0., concern, which was 
in her name, and also demanding that he 
turn over to her the stock which was in 
the building and loan company of Atlanta, 
which he preemptorially refused to deliver 
unless she would execute him a receipt 
discharging him from all Hability to her 
and from al] demands against his of any 
nature or kind, which she refused to do. 
This occurred on June ist. 

Mrs. Schmitt made another demand and 
threatened Schneider with a suit in case 
he still refused to turn over both lots of 
said stock. On June 2a he turned over the

Rey. Johan Gass Preached to a Large

The sermon was an eloquent 
and powerful one:on the influence that 
Christ’s life should have on the people and 
what a worthy example He was to all who 
are seeking ideals of Christian lives. 

Mr. Gass is a fluent speaker and is con- 
sidered one of the best pulpit orators in the 
Dpiscopal church. He held the attention 
of his congregation yesterday and the 
members were greatly pleased with his 
first sermon. 

Dr. Gass comes here from Arkansas, 
where he was rector of the largest Episco- 
pal church in Little Rock. He has 2 aes 
for himself an enviable reputation @s a 
minister and is known in all parts of the 
United States among the clergy of his de- 
nomination. 

While pastor in Little Rock he was nomi- 
nated as bishop of that diocese, but was 
defeated by one vote.
